This Engineering Problem 

Equally important with the 
road and sewer and street work, 
and distinctively Richmond in 
ciaracter, is the engineering 
that is constantly necessary in 
maintaining and planning im- 
provements. for our deep-water 
harbor; and while the immense 
shipbuilding, companies which 
have located here within the past 
year have asked darned little of 
the city in comparison to the ben- 
efits they have brought us (and 
that is of course true of our old- 
timer, tried-and-true industries 
as well) yet Engineer Ed Hoff- 
man and Assistant George Miller 
and Miss Mary Casey, the effici- 
ent secretary, and Roy Ridley, 
and Pete Maslov, and all the 


boys in the engineering depart- 
ment whether they handle a 
transit, or slide rule, drive a 


truck, or are on the business end 
of a WPA shovel, they all like 
Engr. Bd Hoffman and they are 
giad to-do w jam up job for their 
department. What more could be 
asked? 

In order to understand what 
civil engineering is, it is desir- 
able to consider the steps by 
which the different branches. of 
engineering have become differ- 
entiated from each other. In 
some form or other the profes- 
sion of engineering is as old as 
the human race. We learned in 
high school the principle of the 
screw which Archimedes used, 
and which can be used today, to 
raise water from a_ nearby 
stream to the level of irrigating 
ditches. But.long before that — 
but somewhat later in history 
than when the first chemical en- 
gineer’’ learned the principles of 
making a fire — the wheel was 
invented, and then the lever and 
the spring, the wedge, the pawl, 
the pulley, the eccentric, and sv 
on, appliances which made the 
mechanical engineer, and presag- 
ed the pure science which has 
evolved electricity, radio, and 
their kindred, highly spécialized, 
branches of engineering. 

First and foremost of the en- 
gineering professions — indeed 
the only branch which was rec- 
koned as a profession previous to 
the nineteenth century, with the 
exception of the military engi- 
neers — is the civil engineering 
branch. 


With al its mundane, or its 
worldly, commonplace, practical 
problems of street grading or 
eewage dispesal, this one liter- 
ally begins with the stars, be- 
cause it is only by a knowledge 
of earth’s relation to the other 
heavenly bodies, the starry skies, 
is ‘‘true north’? determined, and 
this true north is the median 
with which surveying settles the 
ofttimes moot question of where 
your own particular Teal estate 
leaves off and theo other fellow’s 
begins.

Dr. Lewis studied 50 of the most 
brilliant children in a group of 50,000 
selected from schools all over the 
country—each a ‘‘one-in-a-thousand”’ 
child on the basis of intelligence 
tests. All had ‘IQ's over 145—-100 is

“It is tragie,” Dr. Lewis said, 
“that these children are so 
mistreated in the schools. Our edu- 
cational system neglects: the most 
promising students. Only one boy
